dence  if,  after  careful  investigation,  his  identity  was 
established  and  provided  he  has  not  taken  an  oath  of 
allegiance  to  a  foreign  Government  since  reaching  his 
majority.  In  the  circumstances  it  would  appear  un¬ 
necessary  to  forward  to  the  American  Embassy  at  Berlin 
the  birth  certificate  enclosed  with  your  letter. 

If  you  so  desire,  the  Department  will  be  pleased 
to  request  the  Embassy  at  Berlin  by  telegraph,  upon 
receipt  of  an  expression  of  your  willingness  or  that 
of  Mr.  Ezyk  to  defray  the  telegraphic  charges,  to  in¬ 
form  Mr.  Jusko  that  passage  on  a  vessel  of  the  American 
Export  Lines  has  been  prepaid  on  his  behalf.

In  the  second  place,  you  have  only  collected  the  amount  of  $5.00 
toward  cable  charges  whereas  on  all  prepaids  originating  outside  of 
Portugal,  the  charge  is  $10.00. 

Furthermore,  you  have  collected  and  remitted  the  amount  of  $3.50 
toward  rail  ticket  from  New  York  to  Woonsocket,  R.I.  and  we  are  unable  to 
to  collect  American  rail  fares  according  to  our  company  rules.  We  would 
therefore  suggest  that  this  amount  be  used  against  the  outstanding  amount 
due  us  of  $12.50  leaving  a  balance  still  due  of  $9.00.
